Baltimore, Md., Dec. 21.—The Baltimore and Ohio 


Railroad company will soon begin the erection of several 
repair shops at Newark, Ohio, at a cost of from one to 
two million dollars. This information was given out to- 
day to the Advocate corresp ondent by the officials of the 
Maintenance department at the Baltimore and Ohio 
central offices here. Just when work will begin could 
not be definitely stated. The B. & O. company finds that 
the additional shops will be necessary because of the in- 
creased trackage in the west. 


Columbus made a bid for the shops, but it was de- 


cided to erect them at Newark, as the location is be- 
lieved to be best for the road's purpose.

the new general manager. Mr. A. W. Thompson, and it is 
understood here that absolute assurance of the selec- 
tion of Newark can not be uivei: until eitiier the presi- 
dent or the general manager so aninunices.

In enclosing these resignations Mr. 


Rockefeller explained that he was on- 
ly carrying out a conviction that the 
institution should be "controlled.cou- 
ducted and supported by the people " 
with whom, up to th!« date, he had 
simply been co-operating. 


Mr. Rockefeller's idea. a<> H is un- 


derstood, is that he is turning over 
the institution and its endowment to 
Chicago and the west, and in so do- 
ing, withdraws from any further rep- 
resentation in its control.
